Figures Made Public 
By University Senate 



After a meeting of the University Senate yesterday afternoon, 
the final figiires for registration at McGill for the session 1942-43 
were announced. These figures show that there has been an in- 
crease of one student over last year's registration of 3,393 stu- 
dents. While in most universities there is a decrease in the regis- 
tration of mailc students, at McGill there is an increase of 10 men 
registered for degree courses, and an' increase of 41 women. There 
are 2,003 men and 783 women registered in degree courses 



A marked drop was noted in the 
School for Teachers enrolment, 
there t>eing only 53 4his year as 
compared with IIS last. year. An 
upward trend, however, was shown 
in science, engineering, architecture, 
medicine and dehtistry/and a heavy 
Increase In partial students. 

The registration in individual 
faculties showed 1,354 'lii arts and 
science, a decrease of six over the 
previous year, although the science 
division was up by 02 students. 
This year there was one woman 
registered, in engineering and S3 
more men than last year, making a 
1042-43 total of 515. Architecture 
showed a gain of 14. 

In the medical school there were 
20 more men than last year regis- 
tered, and exactly the same nimibei 
of women, giving a total of 420, as 
compared with last year's 400. The 
dental school also showed a gain, 
having 67 men and one woman reg- 



istered this year, as against 59 men 
and' one woman last year. 
Fewer Enter For Law 

The faculty of law and the faculty 
of graduate studies and research 
both showed a decrease, In the tor 
mer a decrease of 12,' leaving a total 
for this year of 33 students, and in 
the latter a. decrease of 31, giving 
a total of 190 for the present term. 

The school of household science 
went up one and the faculty of 
music down one, there being 05 stu 
dents in the household science 
course, and 8 registered In music. 

The library school had 11 regis 
tcrcd this year, an increase of four 
over last year. The faculty of agrl 
culture remained the same as last 
year, with 110 students. 

In diploma courses, a decrease of 
00 was shown, with the biggest drop 
being In the School for Teachers, 
The faculty of agriculture,, the

Irish Customs 
Topic of Talk 

CelHc Beliefs 
Described at 
Cosmo Meetmg 

At yeslerday't weekly luncheon 
meeting of the Cosmopolitan Club 
• talk was given by May Ebbitt, 
Mcond year Arts student, on ' The 
Customs and Superstitions ol Ire- 
land." 

, Hie speaker described these 
phases of Irish life chiefly as they

of the motor>car in that country 
was still the cause of combined 
wonder and skepticism.

earthed there, giving as an illus- 
tration the varying versions which 
time has built up around the legend 
of St. Patrick, the patron saint of 
freland. • .-^ife*/. 
She stated that the revival of the 
,i.^^>^; v old Celtic literature has done much 
' ' lor Ireland, and recommended H. 
V. Morton's book "In Search of 
. Ireland" as a fund of accurate in- 
fozmatlon'on the island and the 
. traditions of Its people. 

In conclusion the speaker read in 
dialect two brief passages" of a rare, 
ny-stic beauty, taken from Irish 
pl^ys, which serve as excellent ex-
